Sure a man needs money to gel al<mg and raise his 
family, but wages are good — they're %-ery gooil — the 
liest in all history, in s]hic of high eost of living, and 
with [>io]ier idaiining a man and his family can 
get along on nighIdioLir-a-day wages. Pmt many union 
workinen are mit ivilling to try. They want overtime 
—lots of overtime. Many an Electrical Worker's 
first question when applying for a job is ‘"TFow much 
nvertimer '

go on for a while — times arc still very good — hut 
there are signs of leveling (jfl'. And those gi-ccdy 
WiV overt inie and tliose locals giving jobs to favored 
meml)ers and allowing' them to pile up tin- overt in k.- 
work; while other Juen arc deprived of jobs, are mak- 
ing a teiTible mistake, a mistake which may some 
day backfire.

If 
not, you should get one (price, 2a e 
at any food store) because here 
again, a touch of color can do vron- 
ders to dress up a fav^orite cake or 
candy. Your white cake icing is de- 
licious peihaps, but vi.sion your cake 
in pale green or pink or yellow. 
Much more festive I Do you ever 
make divinity fudge? Next time, in- 
stead of leaving it white, try tinting 
it |>ale green or pink with your pure 
food coloring. Grand for that extia 
party touch, 

A favorite party dessert of mine 
is ice cream with tiny cup cakes 
made in doll cake tins and iced in 
all the colors of the rainbow. So 
much for color in food. 

Color for Children 

Time is running out — but just one 
point. With the children getting out 
of school, you are going to be be- 
sieged with wistful pleas *'Mamn, tell 
me something to do,'" especially if 
you get a rainy day now and then. 
Ami that's where our color point for 
children comes in. Get them finger 
pahiting sets. All children Hke to 
dabble a little. Let them wear old 
clothes and put plenty of papers on 
the floor and let them dabble to their 
hearts' content They'll love it. Tt 
wilt help them to while away many 
hours and you never can tell! You 
may be developing a coming promin- 
ent artist of the next generation.

The class personnel has 
lieeii kept busy learning to prctmrt- 
fable for std icing, re-ta|iing coiidnc' 
tors, and preparing ami sweating 
sleeves. Some of the imvii have ikuif 
an fxcidlent job of sweating and 
willing Joints on lead sheateii cable. 
Several men in Hie class have mmii^ 
joints on both 4,(10d and LL21K) v<dt 
cable.

Describes Effort to 
Circumvent Contract 

L. V. 231), VICTOIUA, It. (.'.—This 
one could be entitled ^Tlie importance 
of not taking things for granted/' or 
**The price of good conditions is eter- 
nal vigilance,'' It ha|jpened this way* 
Some years ago, wc; incorporated in 
our agreements a clause providing 
for first class fare, hotel and board 
for out-of-town jobs, and to avoid 


Le[>etitimr, the term ''first class” was 
only stated oneOj at the beginning of 
the clause. Until recently, it has al- 
ways been interpreted by employers in 
the spirit intended, but we have lately 
cuiise across one who hajj otiier viewS, 
From him we have learned the ad- 
visability of making our agreements 
crystal clear and iron clad, as well 
as the danger of allowing some out- 
side party to interpret them. Oiii- 
Imrning ties ire to keep peace with 
the emxdoyers at any cost led us to 
incorporate a grievance procedure in 
our agreements that allo\vs a govern- 
ment nominee to step in and interjuet 
our agreements whenever we fail to 
seitle things around the table. Thus 
we hati a lawyer, acting as chairman 
nf the Joint committee, solemnly de- 
clare n cii*np to bt' a hotel, within the 
meaning of the agreement, and what 
a hotel it is I A buiikhouse, housing 
men. With single plyw'ood |iarU- 
tions, minimum sanitary facilities and 
no privacy, (everybody shares the 
same dooiv, the iJi and out one), no 
recreation facilities, and a heating 
system that keeps you consrantly 
alert with “water hammer" in the 
radiators* All who have seen this 
camp agree that life could he cosier 
elsewhere, yet men have endured it 
for several years. Our members have 
only ha<l a brief eight month*s at most* 
Old fashione<l trade unionists had a 
vei'v simple reniedy far such condi- 
tions. They went elsewhere and let 
the emtdoyei' do his wiring all by him- 
self. The awful solitude caused liy the 
loss of oui company usually made 
his resiKinsihilky to his' fellow men 
clear lo him. We modern guys don’t 
do thirtgs that way, we support gov- 
ernments that enact laws that tell 
us how long ouj- agreements shall 
Iasi, who we shall make them with, 


what we shall put in tl’icm, and in 
fact, w'hethei^ we shall have an agree- 
ment at all. Then when any difficulty 
arises, we hesitate, negotiate, pro- 
crastinate, arbiti'ate, [uognoaticate 
and fulminate, while the boss cas-ries 
on serenely, secure in the knowledge 
that we aie by this time too con- 
fvisnd to do anythit:g anyway. 

Then just to make sure that we 
don't win, we tie up our union funds 
so tliat we can't use them to help 
the men in neefb unless we ask some- 
one else first if it is U* K. tn spend 
on i‘ own money* 

Sometimes 1 wonder! iClght now* 1 
am wondering w hat those union offi- 
cials who cried so hard for our so- 
called labor legislation are thinking 
iibout the Canadian Supnmu; Court 
decision to send a union official to the 
hooaegoV for three months, with a 
nice juicy fine foi’ good measure* AH 
because British Columbia unions have 
put themselves in the position where 
they can he served with legal docu- 
menU such as summonses and in- 
junctions, [ must admit that the 
Sufiremc Court gave ample consider- 
ation to the case, quite a few' months. 
While in jiokey, Tony will be glad 
to know' that the learned jurists were 
ipijte comforiahte and unhurried in 
their dcdiberalions, and didn't feel 
constrained to give him another three 
months for gooil measure, like a ju'lge 
In a hurry for lunch might do,

Vacation. Holidays 

L, r. 2«2. MINNKAI*OUS. MINX— 

Paid vacatKins and hoHdays are a 
reality now for al! members of Local 
292. A year ago w*e negotiated a 
contract with the Minneapolis Con* 
tractors* Association that would pro- 
vide this. Thanksgiving, 1952, was 
the first paid holiday and now, since 
May 15, >ve hav^e our vacations wHh 
pay._ 

With the help of many of our 
sister locals that have v^acation and 
holiday plans, plus the assistance nf 
the Research Department of the LB.- 
KAVL, we Imve evolved a i>lan wbere- 
hy each member will get a paid vaca- 
tion no matter how many contractors 
he woi'ks for during the year. 

Our Vacation and Holitlay Plan 
works as outlimxl below: Con tractors 
add four per cent to the scale and 
pay into the fund once each month. 
The fund is administered by a com- 
mittee of three fi*om the Contractors 
Association and three from Local 
Cnion 292* Each member has a 
separate account* When a holiday 
approaches, he receives a check for 
one day^s wages at his regular mie. 

When a member wishes to lake his 
vacation, he applies to the contractor 
for a form which he fills out and 
tuiiis in to the employer for approval, 
after which employer lunts it over 
to the committee. Ten days before 
he goes on vacation, he receives all 
money in his account for the year 
except one day's pay which is held 
back to jiay for the next holiday. 

The idan is set up on a percent* 
age basis to take care of the future. 
Also, the percentage is paid on ttif 
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hoitr.>i }furkrtl, which will incii'U^*

As usual %ve are faced 
with employers evading their respon- 
sibilities to bargain collectively to a 
mutual concluBion. The infusion of 
politics into collective bargaining 
must be costing our Provincial Labor 
department plenty, through tht^ onus 
of responsibility Vieing shifted to Gov- 
ern men t-spmigo red conciliation boards. 
It is liigh time that our Government 
was doing sumething about this evas- 


ion of responsibility by our elected 
representatives. Just to use an 
example, last years negol iations took 
almost seven months liefoie our Fort 
William Hydra and Port Ailhur 
Commission agreements were con- 
cluded, and then it was a threat of 
strike that brought a satisfactory 
conclusion which netted an inciease 
of nine percent. To obtain this every 
channel of collective hargainii^g was 
explmetl to bring about a peaceful 
settlement. The employes of the I'ort 
Arthur Commission even went to the 
length of a peaceful withdrawal from 
work for one and a half days to 
study the situation and finally after 
i-eltHTting the eoneiliation bnard award 
of two and a half [>ercent a strike 
was threatened by the I’ort ,4rthur 
employes with the result that this 
jitterized the Forth Williuni Hydro 
into making a belter offer with the 
final result being as stated above, A 
rough conseiwative estimate us to the 
cost of successfully eonduding thesi- 
agreements would be at least ?l2200,00 
with $xon0*f)0 of this amount being 
lost in wages to our members* This 
figure, of course, doesn't include the 
cost to the two city comnusBions* I 
must of necessity give our Fort 
Arthur members credit for their 


delerminatiDii and progressive spirit 
tlispluyed all Ihroughout the period 
id negotiation. 

Many thanks to Brother Be vis, 
t»ress secretary of Local 230 of Vik- 
toria. British Columbia for his ad- 
verse criticism of my January letter 
to the JoruNAL, wherain I criticized

Story of a Boomer 

L. I . fir.9, MKOFOlin, OKKt’.ON— 
YOr MAY KNOW HIM! Since he 

has asked me to withhold his name, 
for mir letter he will be Budr but it 
might as well he Slim, or Hank, or 
Rill, or Jack. You see, Bud was a 
boomer lineman who after having 
IweiT involved in an accident that left 
him incapable of following his trarie 
ia spending the twilight of a some- 


what hectic life under Uie [ir^declive 
wing of Local iibi) in Medford. Many 
u story will Bud tell of a gloidous 
band of boomer linemen, men skilled 
at their trade, fiercely independent 
and magnificently union men. Many 
of this band have no doubt gone on 
to lietter things and arriviMl high in 
the industry, while others due to niiS' 
fortune have, like Kiul, Just faded 
away. 

Bud became one of the I,B,K,W. as 
a member of Chicago's I,ocal P in 
IPH), and from there l>egan u restless 
trek through 14 states, countless 
towns, and endless jobs. After a 
jaunt through the East where he put 
in short stints (am] I say short 
exprcssedly for the longest he ever 
stayed on a job was seven months) ut 
Erie, Rutfalo and Syracuse. Rud next 
turnc‘r| in his card at St, Louis' Local 
2 where he fondly recalls Ihat Sul- 
livan was R, M,, and lie talks of .1, 
l\ lUrndy there. He has fond mem- 
ories of Local 17 at Iietroit also, and 
talks of Han y Pickett, aiul Joe Sey- 
mour; and wonders wistfully where 
they are now. 

Yes, Bud was a boomer in an era 
of roek’em, sock’em Unionism, and 
where those boomers went they car- 
ried the union gospel. To them the 
Bi'otberboo<l owes a debt the full 
value of which is hard to esiimute, 
for it was the boomer who fanneil 
and spread to wheresoever a line was 
built, the sparks of unionism, ihc 
full l>enefits of which were later 
reaped by the professional organizer.

From CIO to IBEW

alive. I do not mean to imply that 
our local has been in bibernation tlur- 
ing the winter, far from it. However, 
we have neglected to keep up our coi"- 
respondence* We have had a lot of 
activity to keep the local officers busy 
all winter. Last fall the maintenance 
electricians at the Naticmal Pressure 
Cooker Company plant at Eau Claire 
voted to have this local union rep re* 
sent them in collective bargaining ne- 
gotiation. Prior to this time the elec- 
tricians had been re(>reseiited by the 
C* T. O* Steelworkers. Following the 
election we started negotiations cm a 
contract. However, negotiations didn't 
proceed smoothly at all and the com- 
pany appeared to be intent on forcing 
the electricians to abandon their local 
union and return to the C. f. 0* The 
company insisted cm a er>ntraet that 
was sub-standard in every respect 
and rvoulri actually be substantially 
less than the benefits that the C. L O* 
had already received Anyway, on 
December iTtH the *dectrtcal mainte- 
nance men walked out on strike and 
established picket lines at the com- 
pany's various plants* The C. I. O* 
did not recognize the picket lines and 
in addition they did everything in 
their powder to fni nish the company 
with electricians to scab on our mem- 
bers who were oji strike* The men 
returned to work on February 2^1 rd 
wdthout a contract, it appeared under 
fhe circumstances that this would be 
the best pmeedure. During the strike 
we filed unfair labor charges with 
both the National LaWr Relations 
Board anil the Wisconsin Employ- 
ment Relations Board and we have 
sworn out a complaint against the 
company for violation of ceiiain State 
Statutes in Its enndnet during the 
strike. To make a long *story short, 
the unfair lal>or charges are in the 
mill and the court action is als<i in 
the mill but as you all know the 
wheels of justice grind exceedingly 
slowly. It will probably la? a long

was on the job. and immediately sot 
ill touch with Brniher Hurst, who 
called ns. He desciibed the labels, 
and w’e «nt mii some uf our old 
recoil is. We found that tlie labels he 
describtiil were juii t of a batch lliat 
were stolen from one of our shops 
frnmu fiv(‘ years uuo, and are of a type 
which we no Inm^er use. 

We are send in nut I ml let ins to all 
locals in tlie western stiitew, describ- 
the incident, and afhxinjir one of 
the lainds we are Gui reiUly usinKi the 
rej^iilar, n|]praved, sei’ially mini he red 
blue label. And by the way, we would 
he j^ratefut If you more e.xperlenced 
wi remen would point out thi* rlitfcr* 
ence between our label and some of 
the other labels that appeal' on the 
Jobs, such as Underwriters' label s, the 
Glass Workers' union label, the Sheet 
Metal Workers* union label, and 
others. These labels are all ^^ood an*l 
necessary in their (ivoper place, and 
the Glass 'Worker.^? and Sheet Metal 
M*orkers do a swell job in their own 
fields. We rust want to be sure, thnt*s 
all. The reason vv’e are Uikini^ this 
occasion to point flits out is that 
whenever we renew our drive for label 
observance, we always find that we 
have failed to frive sufficient informa- 
tion about our label, ami that a larjce 
mimber of our newer members <lo not 
know what our label looks like, So 
much for that,

Again, talking to you who have 
been in the movement for some time, 
you will recall that not too many 
years ago Los Angeles was the ''white 
spot*' (open shop cajiital) of the 
nation. As far as construction Ls 
ccmcerned, that condition no longer 
exists. In fact, a non-union construc- 
tion job of any size at all Is prac- 
tically unknown in Southern Califor- 
nia nowadays. And vve must say 
"hats ofT* to our Brotliers in the 
construction field. Rut in manufac- 
turing we have a long ways to go. 
So again we’re going to have to ask 
you boys in construction to give us 
an assist whenever you can. You have 
pretty well taken care of the lighting 
fixture situation but we have a long 
way to go in the switchboard anti 
ulHed manufacturing field. More and 
more manufacturers of electrical 
e(|iHpment are coming to Southern 
rtilifornin and several of thorn seem 
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U) have the idea that they catt come 
out hei'e and get cheap labor, VVe 
mnat admit that a few of them have 
succeeded. However, now that we are 
on mir own, our Local has taken the 
pogition that there is no rieccHsity for 
that cmiditimi to exist* and we have 
already started to do something ahont 
it. By the time the next isane of the 
JornXAL comes out, we expect to tell 
you about our picket lines at some of 
these shops. So until then, we remain 
gratefully yourst

Referring to the vector diagram below, the cunxmts In the three phase wires 
aie drawn to scale in their proper lelutionship. The problem can be solved 
by measuiing the dotted line in the scale drawing, this line i*epreaenting the 
neutral current. However, by solving the priibleni mathematically, the 
necessity of a scale ihawing for each problem is eliminated. The solution 
requii-es the addition of the vectors to find the I'esultant, which represents 
the neutral current. But before the vcctois can be added, they must be 
resolved into their horizontal ami vertical components, which are:
